THE ELECTION WILL BE. SPECIAL “IN-THAT-COMPLYING-WITH THE--TERMS OF —--— 
THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT, ONLY 5 DIRECTORS ARE TO BE ELECTED 
EACH YEAR. IT HAD BEEN PLANNED THAT AN ELECTION WOULD BE HELD IN 
1982, FOR 5 DIRECTORS, BUT TIME DID NOT PERMIT. NOW, IN 1983 WE 
WILL BALLOT ON 10 MEMBERS. THE TEN CANDIDATES HAVING THE HIGHEST
